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BOAKD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR NOVEMBER. 
Tue figures of our foreign trade in November appear 
de-cidedly favourable, but part of the apparent gain is 
due to the fact that the comparison is made with a month 
of last year which contained one working day less 
than did last month. ‘till, after allowing for this, 
it is evident that the returns show distinctly encouraging 
results. The total imports of the month amounted 
in value to 33,051,000/, being an increase of 3,307,000/, 
or about 11 per cent., as compared with last year. The 
exports of home produce came to 17,570,000/, showing an 
increase compared with last year of about 6{ per cent. 
In the first case, the increase is chiefly to be found under 
the head of raw textile products, and it is especially marked 
in cotton and wool. In the exports, the gain is to be found 
in nearly all the principal categories, but it is largest in 
textiie products. These show an almost general increase, 
cotton piece goods still leading the way, but this month the 
results are rather different than of late, the expansion of 
trade being due less to India, and more to our other 
foreign customers. There is a moderate increase in our 
iron and steel exports, a feature of some importance being 
a gain in machinery and millwork, which has hitherto 
greatly lagged behind. For the eleven months there is 
still a large falling-off in our imports as compared with last 
year, owing chiefly to reduced purchases of food-stuffs, 
for which a satisfactory reason can be given; but the de- 
crease in our exports to date has now become very small.

Articles imported for manufacture came to hand in 
larger quantities during November, the chief feature being 
an increase of 30} per cent. in raw textile products. This 
is mainly due to increased arrivals of cotton, mainly from 
the United States and Egypt. For the eleven months 
the imports of American cotton are now 1,703,000 ewts 
ahead of last year. Flax and jute show increases, but 
hemp has continued to arrive in smaller quantities, and 
there is also a decrease in sil’x. Wool has arrived in much 
larger quantities from the Australasian colonies. In our 
metal imports, copper shows a considerable diminution, 
our supplies from the United States having fallen off to 
quite insignificant dimensions. The total imports from 
the United States in the eleven months amount to 12,930 


tons, against 22,751 tons in 1885. The stock of copper | 


at present amounts to 55,361 tons, against 45,031 tons in 
1885, and 32,366 tons in 1884. In tin there is, for once, 
a decided expansion, in consequence of much larger 
arrivals from the Straits. In view of the importance of 
the market for this metal, we give the following figures 
of the statistical position, taken from Messrs Strauss and 
Co.’s circular :—

Our imports of food-stufts in November show 
of 854,0001, spread over most of the more 
articles, lard, barley, and oats, refined sugar, and wine 
being the chief exceptions. On the eleven months the 
principal movements are a shrinkage of about 1} million 
in the value of our imports of live stock, over 7 millions 
in wheat and flour, nearly 2 millions in other cereals, and 
nearly 24 millions in raw sugar, the last named being, 
however, partly offset by an increase of ; million in refined 
sugar. The decrease in live stock is entirely in cattle, 
and affects all supplying countries, but especially - the 
United States. As regards wheat and flour, our imports 
from the United States exhibit a diminution of 1,606,0001, 
those from Russia a diminution of 2,697,000/, and those 
from Australia a diminution of 1,819,000/. India shows 
only a small decrease. In raw sugar, our imports from 
Java show a decrease, but the decrease is heavy in the case 
of Germany, the West Indies, and Brazil. The gain in 
refined is due to Germany, France, and Russia, the 
supplies from the United States having fallen off heavily.

The main feature on the export side of the November 
account is an increase of nearly 14 per cent. in the value 
of our exports of textiles. The gain in cotton goods is 
quite. remarkable, the quantity having augmented by 26; 
per cent., and the value by 183 per cent., and this month 
it is other countries rather than India which stand in the 
front rank, prominent amongst these being Turkey, Egypt, 
China, Brazil, the River Plate, &c. In cotton yarn, Xc., 
there is also an equally substantial gain. Jute piece goods 
show an increase, but the figures for the linen trade still 
remain unsatisfactory. Silk manufacturers mark an 
increase of 16} per cent. in value. The returns for the 
woollen trades are again decidedly encouraging, the 
augmentation in our trade being due toa widely distri- 
buted demand. Turning to the metal exports in November, 
we find an increase of over 21} per cent. in quantity, but 
of only 6¢ per cent. in value. Railroad iron has gone 
abroad more freely, there is a decided gain in machinery, 
&e., and a very marked expansion in steel, but only ‘ 
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moderate improvement in pig iron. Our exports of 
fnished iron generally and tinplates continue to lag 
behind. In the long list of other miscellaneous exports, 
there is, unfortunately, little that is encouraging, a gain of 
13 per cent. in earthenware being almost the only bright 
geature. The figures for the re-export trade exhibit no 
changes of importance.

THE REPORT OF THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON 
TRADE. 
Wuen the Royal Commission to inquire into the depres- 
sion of trade was appointed, great things were prophesied 
of it, and although in well-informed quarters very little 
of real utility was expected to result from its labours, 
it greatly encouraged the hopes of most crotchet-mongers, 
who, if not very numerous or important, yet manage to 
appear so by being always en evidence. But as time has 
gone on, interest in the Commission has generally faded 
away, and even the most ardent of its former supporters 
have turned the cold shoulder upon it since it became 
evident that fair-trade, and other similar ideas, were 
unlikely to gain any support at its hands. It has, it is 
true, published several extremely ponderous Blue-books of 
evidence, &c., bearing upon the state of trade, but these 
publications were of very limited interest, and next to no 
value ; for the information they contained was for the 
most part well known before, and the form in which they 
were compiled was so awkward and cumbrous, as to more 
or less damp out the interest of all, perhaps, except a few 
thorough- going superstitious admirers of Blue-book 
literature. Now, after a protracted period, the report of 
the Committee is about to appear, but tze proceedings of 
that body have so far ceased to interest the general public, 
that no one seems in the least concerned te learn what are 
its definite opinions upon the subject into which it has 
been inquiring. 
As we have said, the report will be shortly published, 
and should, in fact, have been in the hands of the public 
before this, but a réswmé of its contents has been published 


| in the Scotsman, which is no doubt substantially accurate. 


According to this paper, the report is a long and elaborate 
document, dealing very fully with the subject of trade 
depression in its various aspects, but venturing upon very 
few definite recommendations. It is stated that British 
shipping still holds its own in carrying the trade of the 
world, but that our entrepét trade has been affected by the 
changes wrought by the opening of the Suez Canal. The 
replies received from the Chambers of Commerce also 
testify, as a whole, to the maintenance of the volume of 
our trade, but refer to the shrinkage in its value and to 
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its less profitable character, their statements being held, 
according to the report, to show how general is the feeling 
in commercial circles that over-production, the fall in 
prices, and more effective foreign competition, assisted by 
high tariffs, do much to account for the state of trade in 
this country. The answers received from the British 
Consuls abroad are also analysed, and are held to show 
that, with the exception of Germany and Austria, where 
there has been a great growth in trade, other producing 
nations have in recent years suffered equally with our- 
selves from the depression of trade. As regards the oral 
evidence taken, this is for the most part held to substan- 
tiate the replies referred to above; but evidence was 
also given in regard to the burden of local taxation, the 
effects of high railway rates, and the so-called apprecia- 
tion of gold. Ta 

In analysing this evidence, &c., the Commissioners state 
their own conclusions as follows :—“ The chief features of 
the commercial situation are—(a) a very serious falling off 
in the exchangeable value of the produce of the soil; (4) 
increase of production of nearly all other classes of com- 
modities; (c) a tendency in the supply of commodities 
to outrun the demand ; (d) a consequent diminution in 
the profit obtainable by production; and (¢) a similar 
diminution in the rate of interest oa invested capital.” 
They also point out that although the depression has 
affected producers as a whole, those who are in receipt of 
fixed incomes have had no cause for complaint. The chief 
cause for the above results is considered to be the pro- 
tective policy of foreign countries, which secures high prices 
for the foreign producers at home, and so assists them to 
indulge in excessive competition abroad. But, as the 
evidence shows, this has not benefited the countries that 
have pursued this policy. Besides the unnatural state 
of things engendered by protective policies, the 
report adds that the relation between supply and 
demand has been disturbed by the operation of 
limited liability companies, which encourage a less cautious 
and more speculative system of trading, and it is also 
suggested that the elimination oi middlemen, &c., has 
helped to reduce the stocks formerly held, and so has 
increased the glut of the market. Another element in 
regard to the home market is the serious loss in purchas- 
ing power, owing to the great diminution in agricultural 
profits, which must now be reckoned amongst the 

ermanent factors determining the situation. The 
increased importation of foreign manufactured or partly 
manufactured goods is also referred to as affecting 
the home market, and there is also stated to 
be some evidence to prove that in certain classes of 
roducts, the reputation of British workmanship stands 
oa high than it used. In regard to the position of labour 
in this country, the report attaches comparatively little 
importance to the effects upon trade resulting from 
strikes, &c., and from legislative restrictions upon labour. 
The Commissioners refer to the immense improvement 
that has taken place in the position of the working classes 
during the past twenty years, and state that although 
they are now suffering hardship, owing to want of 
regular work, yet undoubtedly the workman of this 
country when employed is far better situated than his 
fellow-workman abroad. As regards the incidence of 
taxation, nothing is said of importance. 

The definite recommendations are few in number. In 
reference to railway rates, the Commissioners state that 
they think (a) that the companies should be compelled to 
publish, in a convenient and intelligible form, the rates 
which they propose to charge, together with any modi- 
fications in these rates which they make in favour of 
individuals or classes of customers; (b) that a cheap and 
effective procedure should be provided for obtaining alegal 
decision in any disputed point, and for enforcing that 
decision when given; and (c) that no railway companies 
should be allowed, either directly or indirectly, to control 
or own a canal. They also think that legislation is 
required to make more effective the existing provisions 
with regard to counterfeit marking of goods, and that 
negotiations should be entered into with foreign countries 
with a view to obtain similar protection for our manufac- 
tures abroad. They make suggestions in regard to the 
improvement of the law relating to limited liability com- 
panies, but think that the creation of unsound companies

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might be to some extent restricted if the fee for registration, 
which is now very low in proportion to the nominal capital, 
were increased, and the attention of the Legislature might, 
in their opinion, be advantageously directed to this point, 
The advantages resulting from a technical and also

summing up the present position, the conclusion arrived 
at, that although as a nation we cannot expect to hold the 
lead in trade that we formerly enjoyed, yet with intelli.

So much for the report, the character of which fully | 


justifies the complete unconecern of the public in regard to 
it. Altogether, the Royal Commission has failed to throw 
any fresh light whatever upon the subject of the depres. 
sion in trade, and as a consequence it has no advice of any 
value to give in regard to the future.

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Prices, it will be seen, have chiefly risen during the past 
six months, in which time an advance of about 50 per 
cent. has been established in Brazil and other speculative 
sorts. This is almost entirely due to a serious diminution 
in the Brazil crops, which form about three-quarters of 
the world’s supply, including the whole of that required 
to meet the great demand of the United States. As we 
showed a short time since, the total receipts at Rio and 
Santos in the crop year ended June 30 amounted to only 
5,565,000 bags, as against 6,206,000 bags in the previous 
year, and as a consequence of this, the current crop year 
started with small stocks of all kinds on hand, the total 
in Europe and the United States on July 1 being estimated 
at 3,292,000 bags, as against 4,075,000 bags a year before. 
From July 1 to date the receipts at Rio and Santos have 
only been about ona level with those recorded in the same 
period of 1885, and the final result of the crop year 
1886-7 will no doubt fall below that of 1885-6. The

In addition to the smallness of the Brazilian supplies, 
the deliveries of Java coffee in Holland by the Dutch 
Trading Company have also fallen off month by month 
during the present year, the total for the eleven months 
amounting to only 735,000 bags, against 854,000 bags in 
the corresponding period of 1885. The shrinkage in these 
two important sources of supply has led toa depletion in

The stocks held at Rio and Santos amounted at the close 
of November to 525,000 bags, against 710,000 bags in 
1885. 

Altogether, it will be seen that the statistical position is 
a decidedly strong one, the stocks of coffee now held in 
Europe being much smaller than those held at any time 
during the past few years, while in the United States a 
decided diminution is also apparent. Recently, moreover, 
a fresh impetus has been given to the market by discourag- 
ing reports from Brazil in regard to the growing crop. 
Late reports from Rio speak of the unfavourable reports 
becoming more general, since the first and second flower 
are reported to have failed, and the future is, it is said, 
being awaited with some anxiety. At the present moment, 
indications certainly point to a decidedly small yield next 
season, this being estimated in some quarters at a very 
low total irdeed. Still, there is much that is altogether 
conjectural in these estimates, for not only are Brazilian 
crop reports and statistics, as a whole, far from reliable,

fidently upon a future that is so remote as to be 
less indeterminate. Referring to this question, the Rio 
de Janeiro News says that “the failure of the Septe 
blossom is generally conceded on all sides, but the effect 
perhaps unduly magnified. Some interested parties go so 
far as to say it will prove disastrous to the country, for the 


crop of 1887-8 will be insignificant, and without coffee 
what can be the position of Brazil? Conceding, however, 
that the September blossom has been lost, the trade 
should not at once see famine prices. The very fact that 
the trees will have had time to recuperate brings a belief 
that the so-called cafe das aguas may be immense, and this 
late blossom has more than once interfered with calcula- 
tions based upon September and October blossoms.” But 
although the “bulls’’ of Rio and Santos here, and 
at Havre and New York, may be inclined to be over- 
sanguine, there are, undoubtedly, some substantia! 
facts to justify the heavy rise that has taken place. In 
the present temper of the market a further rise is, 
perhaps, not improbable; but, at the same time, it must 
not be forgotten that, apart from other considerations, a 
large “ bull’’ account is always a potential source of weak- 
ness. It is, in fact, not unlikely that over-speculation would 
before this have led to a sharp relapse, had it not been for 
the fact that New York is the great market for Rio coffee 
(Havre being the next), and that at that centre speculators 
in all departments have shown especial strength, and have 
been tempted to “ boom” things all along the line. For 
some time the coffee market has depended entirely upon 
the position and prospects of the Brazil crop, coupled 
with, but ancillary to this, being the temper of the New 
York market ; and as these have determined the past, so 
they will equally determine the near future. 


THE CORPORATION OF LONDON AND THE 
COAL DUTIES. 


THE action of the Corporation of London, in regaling at 
banquet the members of the coal trade, recalls a cartoon 
that appeared in Punch not long ago. In that, a young 
married lady is bemoaning to her dearest feminine friend 
the sad fact that her husband seems to feel somewhat less 
interest in her and in his home than had previously been 
the case. The friend, apparently a lady of experience, 
was ab’e to suggest a remedy, and, in her own words, this 
was: “ Feed the brute.’ The Corporation are acting 
upon this advice, and if they carry it out thoroughly, and 
seek to conciliate their enemies by a series of banquets, 
these will not soon come to an end, and they will certainly 
make life in City circles a very jovial business indeed. 
But whatever good effects such a policy might have, they 
will almost infallibly be offset to a considerable extent if 
followed by after-dinner speeches of a character similar 
to those of Tuesday night, for the statements of the chief 
speaker, Mr H. Lawrance, M.P., were in some respects of 
a peculiarly absurd character. 

That gentleman said, for instance, that he was unable 
to see how the abolition of the present tax on coal would 
give an impetus to manufactures in London, since sugar- 
making and shipbuilding — two staple industries of 
London—had suffered from causes totally unconnected 
with the price of coal. I+ did not seem to occur to Mr 
Lawrence, that if a duty of 1s 1d per ton on coal does not 
adversely affect London manufactures, it might be advan- 
tageously extended by the Government to the whole 
country, since by doing so, a tax of about eight millions 
sterling would be collected upon the 160,000,000 tons of 
coal produced annually in this country, and no one would 
be one penny the worse. Not even the dullest intellect, 
however, could fail to perceive that a heavy tax like this on 
such a great essential of manufacture as coal would 
weight us immensely in our competition with foreign 
manufactures, and would have, in fact, a disastrous effect 
upon our export trade. And if this is so very obvious, it 
is equally clear that, under present circumstances, manu- 
facturers in London, who have to pay the tax, are placed 
at a heavy disadvantage in meeting their competitors out- 
side of the metropolis, who are free from any such burden. 

It was held, moreover, not only that the imposition of 
the tax did not restrict industrial activity in London, but 
owing to the expenditure of the money raised by 


ing man’s point of view, was really in favour of its 
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ber | continuance. But this is also fallacious. [tis very certai 
be is | that if the tax were abolished, needful public works in 


London would not thereby come to an end, but the 
requisite money would simply be raised by new and 
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direct taxation. It may be, of course, that the coal duty 
has sometimes been used for works of doubtful utility, 
and if so, that is a reason for its abolition, for if the money 
were raised directly, its employment would be more keenly 
looked after. And from such dubious works the working 
classes cannot be held to have gained, for the labour 
employed upon them has been largely paid for out of 
money raised by those classes themselves, and they have 
thus been spending their substance unproductively. 
Finally, it was definitely stated by Mr Lawrance, that 
the abolition of the tax would not benefit the working 
classes at all, since the amount is too small to be sub- 
divided and deducted from the retail price of coal, and 
therefore the only result of its abolition would be to 
transfer the money from the Corporation to the pockets of 
the middle men. But this argument, which might be 
used against almost all reductions in taxation, certainly 
does not apply at all in the present case. The sum paid 
by the producer is, of course, not the 1s 1d per ton duty 
only, for before it reaches them this amount is naturally 
'| weighted by the merchants and middle men, &c., who are 
'' not likely to employ their capital without obtaining interest 
and profit upon it. And these charges certainly add 
enough to the original tax to make a burden, the removal 
'| of which would have a distinct effect upon the retail price 
| —certainly of at least 1d per ewt. It is, of course, the 
fact, that there are a certain number of the very poorest 
|| who buy their supplies of coal in very small quautities 
indeed, much less, in fact, than one ewt; but these form, 
| after all,a small proportion of the total population, and 
no general argument can be based upon what they are 
|| unfortunately obliged todo. Altogether, it will be seen 
that this after-dinner speech was scarcely calculated to 
strengthen the position of the Corporation in regard to 
|| the retention of the coal dues, and that probably it would 
|| have been the best plan to try the “ feeding” policy alone. 
At any rate, the subsequent remarks of some of the 
members of the coal trade did not quite follow on the same 
line of rails as those of Mr Lawrance. For Mr Milnes, 
speaking on behalf of the Coal Factors’ Association, said 
the eoal-owners, as a whole, felt that the tax should not 
be continued; while Mr Hinton, Chairman of the Coal 
Merchants’ Society, said the trade was fettered by the tax, 
and he believed that if it were abolished, a large manu- 
facturing trade would spring up on the Tuames, and that 
the benefit would go into the pockets of the poor man in 
the shape of labour. And Mr Keen, who spoke for the

i from taxation, it must be admitted that taxes could not 
y _ = to remain on fuel, which was equally a necessary 
of life. : 
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|RUSSIA’S PRODUCTION OF COAL, 
(From 4 Russtan Corresponpent.) 
Stxcz 1860, when the whole production of coal in 
Russia did not exceed 10 millions of pud (160,771 tons) 
it has increased very rapidly, and in 1882 the total out. 
put of coal in Russia amounted to 230,193,536 pud 
(3,700,£69 tons). In 1885 it amounted to 36 millions pud 
of anthracite, and 100 millions pud of coal in the Donetz 
district, £0 milliors pud of coal in the Moscow district 
(Tula-Riesan), 1 million in the Kiew district, 15 millions in 
Perm, and 80 millions of pud in Poland. The whole output 
together was about 262 millions of puds (4,212,219 a 
Tke Moscow coal is of a very inferior quality, and 
whereas Moscow manufacturers pay for Enclish coal 
22 to 23 copecks per pud, coal from Tula and Riasan does 
not fetch more than 11 to 13 copecks per pud. The Tula 
and Riasan coal has a local consumption, and is sold at 
6 to 7 copecks per pud at the mines, partly for industrial 
purposes (chemical works, sugar refineries, and others) 
and partly to the different railways passing the coal revion 
The coal in Poland is a little better than the Tula coal, 
but is still much inferior to English, and that is the reason 
why it cannot be brought to Moscow, as the railwa 
freight weighs much heavier on inferior qualities The 
local consumption of Poland is increasing very much, and 
she is partly indebted to her cheap coal for the develo 
ment of her industry in the last years, Coal, althouch 
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of an inferior quality, costs in Poland 4 to 6 copecks per 
pud, and the mills are being built near the mines. 

The Kiew coal (Braunkohle) is of a stiil more inferior 
quality. As regards Perm coal, it cannot be brought to 
Moscow on account of the great distance it would have to 
be carried. 

The only coal that could compete with the English 
product in Moscow is the Donetz coal, but the reason why 
it is brought to Moscow in only small quantities (in 1885, 
2,637,600 pud = 42,405 tons; the consumption of English 
coal in Moscow is about 160,000 tons), is due to the high 
cost of production, amounting to 6 to 7 copecks per pud 
at the mine (7s 5d to 8s 8d per ton), and the high rail- 
way tariff of 1-80th copeck per pud, per verst (16s 2d 
per ton for 1,040 versts), bringing up the cost of the coal 
to 20 copecks, or 22 copecks carried to the mills in Moscow. 
At this price English coal is preferred. 

The high railway freights are a consequence of the 
high cost of our railways, as iron in Russia comes exactly 
to twice as much as in England. As regards the high 
cost of production of the coal, it must be attributed to 
the primitive state of this industry at present. The 
coal has only to be taken 300 feet out of the earth, and 
lays often on the surface, and yet the total number of 
persons engaged in or about the coal mines in 1882, in 
Russia, was 28,611, the output per head averaging 
8,046 pud = 1293 tons. The productiveness per head 
was, in the Moscow district, 9,001 pud = 144°7 tons; 
Donetz, 10,943 pud = 175°9 tons; Perm, 5,764 pud = 
92°7 tons ; Poland, 13,284 pud — 213°6 tons. 

The association of coal mine owners, in Charkow, thinks 
of asking the Government again to raise the duty on coal 
(the duty in the Baltic ports is } copeck per pud in gold; 
in the Black Sea, 3 copecks per pud), but this would not 
open the Moscow market te them, as they have not to 
compete with English coal, but with cheap wood fuel. The 
whole consumption of wood in Moscow is at present 
about one million sashen, being equal to 100 million pud 
of Donetz coal, and the price at which the last would find 
a large consumption is 18 to 19 copecks per pud. The 
idea of forcing the sale of coal by high prices is simply 
absurd, and if the consumption of English coai should be 
restricted in consequence of a higher duty making it im- 
possible to sell coal at 22 to 23 copecks, Donetz coal 
would also not be bought, and manufacturers would burn 
wood instead. Of course, we speak of Moscow; sending 
coal to St Petersburg from the Donetz mines is simply 
impossible. 

A higher duty in the Baltic ports for coal would not 
raise the consumption of Donetz coal, not even by a 
single pud, but would be a heavy burden on the whole 
industry in the Baltic ports. 

The duty of 3 copecks per pud in gold for coal brought 
in the ports of the Black Sea is found by our protec- 
tionists still too low. However, it is not to be expected 
that the duty will be raised, as even the present duty has 
not been paid by the coal importers, but by our corn 
exporters, freights for corn to England having risen, and 
for coal from England having fallen. 

According to the report of the Odessa Exchange for 
1885, the freights for coal and corn, before the duty of 
2 copecks came in force, were from 93 to 12s per ton for 
coal from England, and from 13s to 20s (in June) per ton 
for corn to England. After the Ist of July, 1884, when 
the coal duty came in force, coal from England only paid 
5s to 6s per ton up to December, and 9s to 10s per ton 10 
December. Corn paid 16s to 22s 6d per ton up to Decem- 
ber, and 16s in December. In 1885, we see the same differ- 
ence in freights, and although the import of English coal 
fell from 19,175,067 pud in 1884, to 13,973,632 pud in 1885, 
the Donetz district did not profit by it. Only 360,000 pud 
of coal were brought to Odessa in 1885; and as regards 
the imported 24 million pud of coal from the Ist July, 
1884, to the 3lst December, 1885, the duty of 480,000 
roubles in gold had to be paid by the corn exports, that 
lost on higher freights, 250,000/-—three times more than 
the collected duty. (Corn paid 2s 6d per ton more freight 
for 120 million of pud exported during the 18 months, 
Ist July, 1884, to 3lst December, 1885.) 

These are, according to the opinions of the Odessa 
Exchange representatives, the results of the coal duty.

subject Consul Baker writes from Vera Cruz as follows :— 
“ By far the most serious complaint of the local merchants 
is against the tariff and its intricate regulations, and its 
enormous fines for (morally speaking) trivial offences. 


The tariff and the general order (of 469 articles) which | 
accompanies it are the work of a commission, on which the 


interests of the Custom House were very largely repre- 
| sented, and those of commerce only indirectly ; and there- 
fore it cannot be a matter of surprise that the commission 
(i.e., the working members of it) approached the subject 
they had in hand from the point of view of a Custom house 
officer rather than from that of a merchant having goods 
to ‘clear. This was unfortunate, and the result of the 
commission’s labours bears traces of the circumstance, 
especially in the provisions which hand over to the Customs’ 
| officials, for division amongst themselves, the enormous 
| fines which they are empowered to inflict for ‘ faltas,’ and 
| (unless the ‘ offender’ prefers, which 1s seldom the case, 
to go before a judge) for ‘contraventions,’ which involve 
;no moral criminality. This arrangement, besides

of facilitating it; and it is not in human nature 
| to sacrifice personal profit to the interest of strangers. 
| No one would suggest that they should be de- 
|prived of these fines, constituting as they do the 
| greater part of the Custom officials’ emolument:, without 
‘compensation. Indeed, it is not their high pay, but the 
| method of levying it, that is so inconvenient and harass- 
|ing to commerce. The Customs regulations are so 
intricate, that these offences are daily committed by inno- 
| cent, but unwary shipmasters and shippers, and the fines 
| being so unduly heavy and so uncertain as to the number 
of them any particular cargo may incur, they become a 
| most difficult factor in the question as to what profit, duty 
| paid, the goods may be expected to realise. Indeed, the 
| fine of double duties is virtual confiscation, if not worse ; 
| for the single duties generally exceed 100 per cent. ad 
| valorem. The Mexican tariff is so enormously high, tbat 
it defeats, in large measure, its own object, the raising of 
effective revenue. It limits the number of consumers to 
the comparatively few rich, for the poorer classes cannot 
afford to buy foreign goods at the prices which the high 
duties cause. The duty on cotton prints is, for example, 
equal to about 160 per cent. ad valorem; and the native 
Indian uses as little of them as decency permits. 
‘Holland’ and ‘ drill’ pay about 150 per cent. ad valorem ; 
and although the climate of the country would favour their 
consumption, the high duties impede their importation. 
It favours and protects smuggling on the long Northern 
frontier, for the persons engaged in that business make 
enormous profits, even if 25 per cent. of their consign- 
nents are seized en route ; and smuggling not only injures 
the revenue directly, in respect of the duties evaded, but 
also indirectly, in the serious cost of the attempts to sup- 
press it; and, of course, legitimate commerce suffers from 
the competition of goods imported in this way duty free. 
The smuggled goods are almost invariably of American 
manufacture, and they are often sold retail at less than 
the duty, so that their competition with duty-paid goods 
is most serious. The high tariff protects cotton factories 
and other itidustries, which could not live here without 
protection, and thus attracts to economically unsound 
industries the labour which ought to be employed in 
tilling the rich soil of the country, which is almost 
entirely neglected. This is a most serious loss to the 
country, and it is acutely felt now that the price of 
silver, the principal export article, is so low. Still, 
political economy is so little understood by journalists and 
others in this district, that most of them discuss the pos- 
sibility of obtaining by some means an artificial value for 
silver, instead of seeking a remedy for the prevailing 
disease in the proper cultivation of the soil. The invari- 
able answer to all suggestions of a radical reform in the 
tariff and Castoms regulations is, that the state of the 
revenues of the country does not permit of it. But this 
answer is, in fact, altogether insufficient, and founded on

Portvavesr Trape.—According to a memorandum 
drawn up by Sir George Barham, the foreign trade of 
Portugal during the first seven months of the current year 
compares with the corresponding period in 1885 thus :—

The increase in the imports extends over the majority of 
the chief articles of trade, and is ascribed mainly to the 
removal in March last of the restrictions imposed on com- 
merce in consequence of the prevalence of cholera in Spain. 
As to the exports, the total growth is far more than 
accounted for by an increase of about 357,000/ in the value 
of the shipments of wine. In nearly all the other classes 
into which the exports are divided there was a more or 
less heavy falling off. 


Corea.—Reporting upon the trade of Corea, Consul- 
General Baber states that the imports during the year 
1885 amounted to 291,000/, and the exports to 92,0001. As 
compared with 1884, the exports show a diminution, due to 
short rice crops, while the imports mark a very consider- 
able increase, as to which Mr Baber writes that it is 
undoubtedly “due to a greater consumption of Man- 
chester goods, grev shirtings alone amounting to 158,5337. 
This import must continue to develop, for, of the 
8,000,000 of Corean population, fully 6,000,000 use 
nothing but Manchester goods. ‘Lhe heavier class of goods 
(10 Ibs) alone is in demand, and sized articles find no 
sale.’ With regard to trade generally, Mr Baber reports 
as follows: —“ The principal drawbacks to a rapid extension 
of trade are—(1) A debased copper currency, a currency 
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becoming every month more and more depreciated ; (2) 
the absence of a sufficient quantity of native products to 
meet the cost, or, in other words, the demand for imports ; 
(3) the lack of energy and enterprise on the part of the 
Corean farmers and merchants ; and (4) the application 
of its insignificant revenue by the Corean Government to 
schemes of such questionable utility as a mint, silk and 
farming speculations, a match and glass manufactory, an 
arsenal and powder-making machinery, and, finally, in 
purchasing foreign steamers. The resources of the 
country are considerable, and with peace and good govern- 
ment Corea ought to afford an important outlet for 
British piece goods. These now hold the market, but so 
far English merchants have avoided entering the country, 
being content to allow Japanese to act for them and con- 
trol the trade. One German firm has established a house 
at Chemulpo, and secured several Government contracts ; 
the agents of the American Trading Company have also 
visited the country, and met with so much encouragement, 
that they now propose to open an office in the capital. 
Several British merchants have prospected the country, 
but they retired after incurring heavy losses. Chinese, 
mostly from Chefoo, carry on a small barter trade ; nine- 
tenths of the shipping and of the import and export 
business is in Japanese hands, but of the goods imported 
nearly two-thirds are of British origin and manufacture. 
In view of the revolutions and continuous political scares, 
the annual epidemics of cholera and relapsing fever, and 
not least, the inexperience and vacillation of the native 
officials, it does not seem probable that any British mer- 
cantile firm of repute is likely to be established for some 
time to come in any of the three treaty ports. On the 
whole, however, it must be admitted that the trade of the 
country has made greater progress than was expected. It 
is gratifying to be able to report that the one well- 
administered institution in Corea, viz., the maritime 
customs, promises to return a trustworthy and increasing 
revenue to the Government. During the year under 
review the dues and duties collected by this department 
amounted to about 25,0001; and Mr Merrill, the Chief 
Commissioner, informs me that he looks forward to a 
larger return during the current year.” 


Tue Conpition or Trape 1n Switzertanp.—The 
Foreign Office have received from Berne an abstract of 
the annual report of the Swiss Commercial Union, the 
general tenor ef which is thus summarised :—“ Tae tone 
of the report is an exceedingly gloomy one. Scarcely a 
single branch of trade is favourably spoken of, the fault 
being pretty equally distributed between over-production, 
English competition at preposterously low prices, and the 
German Customs tariff. The report, it is true, deprecates 
any policy of reprisals, of protective duties, of drawbacks 
or bounties, and insists upon the advisability of adhering 
to the traditional free-trade lines. Upon this, one rews- 
paper has ironically observed that it would be as rational 
to recommend a drowning man, whose hands were tied, 
to help himself. There does, it is true, appear an absence 
of any attempt to suggest some more deep-seated and 
general causes for the existing depression, or to show that 
an equally critical state of things prevails in countries 
boasting a high protective tariff. It is to be feared that 
the general current of commercial opinion in Switzerland 
is setting in the direction of a limited protection at least ; 
and however disinclined the Federal Government may be 
to yield, it may chance to prove too powerful for 
them. The treaty with Germany, in some particulars, 
doubtless has an injurious bearing upon Swiss trade; but 
it is not easy at present to perceive how Switzerland could 
enforce the concession of a more favourable one. 
Negotiations were, indeed, entered into by the Federal 
Government in June last, with a view to obtaining 
alleviations in certain directions; but, as might be ex- 
pected, the attitude of Germany in the matter is under- 


stood to be polite, but discouraging. Still it is possible 
that some improvement may be effected.” 
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Britisu TRADE witH SwEDEN.-—Mr Cope, H.M. Secre. | 
tary of Legation at Stockholm, has reported in detail to 
the Foreign Office upon the trade of Sweden with this 
country in the year 1884. It is not Mr Cope’s fault that 
he has been unable to bring his information down to a 
later date, as the year 1884 is the latest for which the 
complete official statistics of the Swedish Government have 
been issued. There is little use, however, in dealing at 
any length with a period so remote, and we content our- 
selves with reproducing the following tables, which show | 
the amount and composition of our trade with Sweden in 
the years 1883-4, together with an approximate statement | 
of the movements in the chief articles of import and 
export in the first half of this year and of 1885 :—

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Tue Exports FrroM THE Somat Coast.—A further 
report in regard to the trade of the Somali coast has been 
issued from the Foreign Office. This report, which is 
furnished by the Assistant-Resident in charge at Aden, 
deals entirely with the export trade of the country. It is 


stated that there are no British merchants on the coast, 

the trade being entirely in the hands of foreign firms, 
‘which work in connection with principal offices estab- 
lished in the chief ports of the Mediterranean, and in 
|| the United States. One of the chief exports is coffee, 
| the best qualities of which find their way to England and 
| America. It is stated that some time ago these exports fell 
off in quantity to a decided extent, and the price also 
receded, the cause, upon Government investigation, being 
found to be extensive adulteration of the native—so-called 
Mocha—coffee with inferior qualities of Java produce. 
A considerable trade is done in skins, which, it is said, 
are chiefly bought by American buyers, the reason for this 
being, according to the report, the better processes of curing 
and drying pursued in the United States. Most of the 
hides are forwarded to Europe. The trade in ostrich 
‘feathers has remained steady, but recently Austria has 
bought direct, instead of through London. Each year, it is 
sid, there is a greater tendency for the trade from the 
ports of Eastern Africa, which becomes concentrated at 
Aden, to diverge on passing the Suez Canal direct to the 
‘country of ultimate consignment, instead of proceeding 
vid London. The comparatively higher freights charge- 
able to the United Kingdom, coupled with commissions 
'and agents’ charges, appear to operate to the disadvantage 
| of British trade. 


Srame Duty on Detivery Orpers.—The Board of 
Inland Revenue have directed the attention of warehouse 
| keepers, wharfingers, and others to “the fact that a stamp 
duty of one penny is imposed by law on all orders for the 
delivery of any goods, wares or merchandise, of the value 
of forty shillings or upwards, lying in any dock or port, 
| or in any warehouse in which goods are stored or deposited 
‘on rent or hire, or upon any wharf, such order being 
sigued by or on behalf of the owner of such goods, wares, 
or merchandise, upon the sale or transfer of the property 
therein. The duty upon a delivery order may be denoted 
by an adhesive stamp, which is to be cancelled by the 
person by whom the instrument is made, executed, or 
issued. Every document or writing in the nature of a 
delivery order is to be deemed to have been given upon a 
sale of, or transfer of, the property in goods, wares, or 
merchandise of the value of forty shillings or upwards, 
unless the contrary is expressly stated therein, and every 
person who—/(a) untruly states, or knowingly or willingly 
allows it to be untruly stated, in any such document or 
writing, either that the transaction to which it relates is 
not a sale or transfer of property, or that the goods, wares, 
or merchandise to which it relates are not of the value of 
| forty shillings; (b) makes, signs, or issues any delivery 
order chargeable with duty, but not being duly stamped ; 
(c) knowingly or wilfully, either himself, or by his servant 
or any other person, procures or acquires or authorises 
the delivery of, or delivers any goods, wares, or merchandise 
mentioned in any delivery order which is not duly stamped, 
| or which contains to his knowledge any false statement 
with reference either to the nature of the transaction, or 
the value of the goods, wares, or merchandise, shall forfeit 
the sum of twenty pounds.”

THE AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN CONSULAR SYSTEM. 
"O THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 


Sir, — I through the Vienna “ Handels- 
Museum,” of the grossly incorrect statement about the 
Austrian-Hungarian consuls you published in one of your 
last issues,* and since a paper of such respectable standing 
as yours has accepted such unfounded roports, you will 
doubtlessly accept also my following remarks, only to give 
those of your readers a true view of the case who might 
be guided by said mistaken report, although the 
mentioned “ Handels-Museum ” has already very plainly 
contradicted every word about what your correspondent 
so wrongly informed you. 

At the time when consuls were first appointed, Austria’s 
commercial interests were chiefly in the Levant, and for 
the purpose cf having those places filled with competent 
men, the “ Oriental Academy,” an institution of world- 
famed renown, was established, which affords those men 
who dedicate their life to consular duties a special and 
thorough instruction in every possible knowledge neces- 
sary for their vocation. Every Austrian Consul (excluding 
the honorary posts) has to pass through this Academy, and 
the examination demanded before entering into practical 
duty is comprised of the most difficult themes, including 
a number of Oriental and European languages. Thus the 
Austrian consuls always held, and do hold, a position 
amongst their foreign «olleagues which places them on a 
level with both diplomats and professors of other countries. 
However, Austrian commercial interests have increased 
lately, asis shown by the remarkable growth of the two 
important seaports, Trieste and Fiume, and the extension 
of Austria’s commerce and navigation to almost every 
place on the globe, and this has caused the Austrian 
Government to place beside the above-mentioned learned 
consuls such men at various posts, who through their 
character and vocation possess true commercial abilities, 
these latter being chiefly the honorary consuls and vice- 
consuls who are mostly thorough merchants. And as with 
the rapid increase of trade and traffic these posts have 
often to be revised, and renewed if necessary, the Govern- 
ment keeps admirable pace with the times, by speedily 
making a change (with every due respect and considera- 
tion) when the choice has not been the correct one at first. 
How, then, does this compare with the ‘“‘ impoverished 
nobility ’’ whom your correspondent mentions? He seems 
to forget in his vague assertions that titles are more 
common in Austria than in England ; but let him examine 
the list of the Austrian consuls, and he will find that 
nearly half of their number do not belong to nobility, 
while many of those amongst the nobles have received 
their title as a reward for their great help to the monarchy. 

Aconsul’s workand help abroad tends greatly towardsthe 
increase ofa country'scommercial welfare, but if you wish to 
measure a country’s commercial rise or fall by the ability 
of its consuls, you would do a cruel and ungrateful wrong 
towards many of your own excellent consuls, who surely 
have not caused the present decline of English commerce, 
just as little as the active German consul could claim a 
full share in Germany’s present dominating commerce
